In response to the communication dated June 16, 2003 and in conjunction 
with the Office Action dated April 9, 2003, applicants provisionally elect, without 
traverse, the subject matter of Group I, i.e., Claims 1-11, for continued prosecution 
herein. Insofar as the species requirement is concerned, applicants elect those species 
with a PT stop implant with the dopant being a P-type, the PT stop implant being formed 
before nitride spacers, and conductive plugs that do not overlie a conductor are left in 
place. Thus, species Al, Bl and CI is elected herein. 
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
